He pointed out that 
through most of its éarly his- 
tory the United States was 
neutral in world affairs. 

Two Types of Neutrality. 

The President said one should 
distinguish between neutrality 
with respect to joining military 
alliances and neutrality with re- 
gard to an inability to dis- 
‘tinguish between right and 
wrong. Neutrality is not always 
to the disadvantage of the 
United States, he continued. 

He observed that if a neutral 
nation is attacked public opinion 
Continued on Page 17, Column 3.

“The Senator never expected 
nor wanted the President to tell 
the people of Wisconsin how to 
vote,” the assistant said. ‘That 
sort of thing has always boom- 
eranged in the past. 

“But the people of Wisconsin 
are always interested in what 
the President has said about 
their senior Senator and in any- 
thing the President may choose 
to say in the future about him.” 

Wiley Wants Expression. 

It became clear that Wiley 
wants some friendly expression 
It was 
made equally clear that he does 
not feel he can ask for even 
this degree of presidential sup- 
port because a request would 
‘put the President in a corner.” 


In a brief speech on the Sen- 
ate floor, Wiley later noted that 
on several occasions “the Pres- 
ident has been kind enough to 
express his warm personal re- 
gard for my loyal support.” 
The Senator continued: 

“Perhaps he may choose to 
do so again in the future, with- 
out of course attempting to in- 
terfere. I don’t believe that a 
candidate such as myself should 
put the Chief Executive of our 
country in a corner, and I 
would never do sc.”’ 

Wiley, transformed by World 
War II from an isolationist into 
an ardent internationalist, was 
censured three years ago by the 
McCarthy-dominated Wisconsin 
Republican organization. He 
refused to change his views, al- 
though it was clear that the 
isolationists would try to un- 
seat himt in 1956. The primary 
will be held Sept. 11. 


McKay Indorsement Cited. 

At the press conference a re- 
porter recalled that, when 
Douglas McKay resigned as Sec- 
retary of the Interior to run for 
the United States Senate from 
Oregon, Mr. Eisenhower had in 
effect indorsed McKay’s candi- 
dacy even though there were 
other Republican. candidates 
seking the nomination. 

Mr. Eisenhower replied that 
he had misunderstood the sit- 
uation. He said he wrote a let- 
ter giving McKay his blessing 
on the understanding there 
would be no other candidates. 
He said he later had explained 
to both McKay and Jhilip S. 
Hitchcock, Whom McKay de- 
feated in the primary. 

President Eisenhower shed no 
new light on what’ part he will 
take in the political campaigns 
this fall. Last February, he had 
said he would do no barnstorm- 
ing or whistle-stop speaking 
and would confine himself to 
mass communication approach- 
es—through newspapers, tele- 
vision and radio. 

Corrects Questioner. 

When a reporter told him to- 
day that the President had re- 
marked last week at a Citizens 
for Eisenhower rally that he 
would “campaign” as energeti- 
cally as he could, Mr. Eisenhow- 
er interrupted to correct the 
Questioner. 

The President suggested the 
reporter re-read the statement, 
which had used the phrase “‘car- 
ry my responsibilities” cheerful- 
ly and enthusiastically. Mr. Eis- 
enhower declared he had not 
said he would campaign. 

As for whether he might 
make more than the half-dozen 
television speeches, which the 
Republican national committee 
has indicated are on schedule, 
Mr. Eisenhower said he did not 
know a specific number of tele- 
vision appearances had been 
mentioned and had not dis- 
cussed in detail with anyone 
the part he might take in the 
campaign. 

Asked whether he thought a 
Democratic presidential can- 
didate would be “easy to beat” 
this fall, the President inquired 
unsmilingly whether the ques- 
tioner would take an honest 
answer. Then he replied that 
he had not thought a single 
thing about it. 

Another reporter asked for 
comment on a reported new 
Democratic strategy to picture 
the President as ‘“‘an amiable 
figurehead in the clutches of 
heartless men around you.” 

Mr. Eisenhower said he some- 
times would like to think of 
himself that way but did not 
think his staff would go along 
with such a portrayal. 

Replying to another question, 
the President said he would 
have no objection to submitting 
to a physical examination by a 
panel of three doctors, although 
he had heard no hint that the 
physicians who have been ex- 
amining him could have been 
mistaken in their conclusions. 

May Go to Denver. 

As for his vacation plans, the 
President said he had not yet 
made a decision. But he in- 
dicated he might go to Colorado 
despite a recent statement by 
his personal physician Maj. Gen. 
Howard M. Snyder, that he 
would prefer Mr. Eisenhower 
vacationed this year in a lower 
altitude, The President was in 
mile-high Denver when he was 
stricken with a heart attack 
last September. 

President Eisenhower — ob- 
served that at least one other 
ee paar rated as a specialist 

ad expressed the opinion that 
altitude has nothing to do with 
coronary thrombosis. ‘ 

He did not name the special- 
ist, but he may have been re- 
ferring to Dr. Paul Dudley 
White, Boston heart specialist 
who served as chief consultant 
on the Eisenhower case. Dr. 
White said at the time of the 
President's attack that he felt 
altitude’ was not a factor in 
causing heart attacks, 
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shaving.

But the paratroops had scat- 
tered so badly that the United 
States Army never again tried a | 
night jump. Sixty planeloads 
of Taylor’s parachutists fell up 
to 20 miles from their drop 
zones. 

Collins's corps got swiftly 
onto Utah beach at a cost of 
350 casualties. The Fourth Di- | 
vision crossed the causeways 
spanning a three-mile. marsh | 
and linked snugly with the para- 
troops on their objective—a lat- 

eral road inland. The British 
and Canadians broke inland 
from their beach to meet the 
British ‘Sixth Airborne Divi- 
sion that jumped northeast of 
Caen. | 
But fn the center, on the ter- | 
rible five-mile stretch called 
Omaha, 5000 American casual- | 
ties fell in an attack that didn’t 
move. | 
Terrific Casualties. | 
Engineers trying to blow up 
underwater obstacles suffered 


appalling casualties. They could | 
only blow six small gaps for | 
the landing boats initially. | 
Soldier-loaded craft bunched to 


enter the gaps and German ar- 
tillery smashed them. 

Thirty-two tanks with canvas 
floats were launched to “swim” 
ashore. Twenty-seven of them | 
foundered in the heavy surf, | 
Sixteen bulldozers start in. Six | 
got to shore. Artillery knocked | 
out three. At noon, six hours | 
after landing, Gerow flashed 
that the situation on Omaha 
beach was “critical.” 

Bradley had hoped to ram 
34,000 men ashore in the as- 
sault and only a fraction had 
made it. Omaha looked like a 
goner. Hundreds of invasion | 
craft lay beached there. The 
surf gently washed sprawled 
bodies. 

“Though we could see it dim-

At 1:35 p.m. at Omaha beach, 
the German 352nd Division was 
reporting to Field Marshall Er- 
win Rommel that it had thrown

The 352nd was wrong. The 
First was there. Britain’s Mont- 
gomery said afterward, ‘In the 
evening the American troops 
were no more than 100 yards 
inland. They were hanging | 
on by their eyelids.”

der took 200 Rangers on an | 
incredible gun-silencing mission |

And the thin, wet line of 
khaki held on the five-mile strip | 
of sand.

The 250,000 men coming | 
from England grew to 1,000,000 
and more. The war unfolded. 

But of that D-day on Omaha 
Beach 12 years ago today, and 
of the first lonely men te go in 
there, Bradley said this:

The missile will con- 
tinue with a speed about 20 
times the speed of sound, so 
that it will arrive over its des- 
tination in about, certainly not 
more than 30 minutes. 

“So essentially we have to 
do something about an object 
which appears suddenly im the 
sky, which goes to an altitude 
of about 500 miles and goes at 


a speed of Mach 20 (about 
15,000 miles per hour).” 
“My point of view,” Partridge 


continued,

Failure to Inquire Into Fate of Enemy of 
Dominican Dictator in Sharp Contrast

EARLY THREE MONTHS AGO Dr. Jesus de Galindez, a 
refugee scholar, disappeared in New York City under cir-

Rafael Trujillo in the Dominican 


Republic had led to his political assassination. 


It was known that Dr. Galin- 
dez had completed his thesis 
for a doctoral degree at Colum- 
bia University dealing in docu- 
mented detail with the oppres- 


sion of the Trujillo dictator- 
ship. About a month before 
Galindez was last seen, on 


March 13, an academic commit- 
tee at Columbia presided over 
by Dr. Lindsay Rogers, Burgess 
professor of law, approved the 
thesis after suggesting some 
minor changes. 

What particularly pointed the 
finger of suspicion at the Do- 


'minican Government was the 


fact of previous assassinations 
of Dominican exiles in this 
country. Three years ago the 
then Dominican consul general 
in New York, Felix Bernardino, 
was declared persona non grata 
by the American Government 
following the murder of a refu- 
gee from the dictator who rules 
with an iron hand over what 
is ironically called a republic. 
No. U.S. Investigation. 

In the nearly three months 

that have elapsed since Galin- 


dez disappeared not a single 
Government agency in Wash- 
ington, whether in the execu- 
tive or congressional branch, 


has made any move to try to 
discover whether he has in fact 
been the victim of the espi- 
onage system of a foreign pow- 
er operating with complete dis- 
regard for American law and 
the tradition of American haven 
for refugees from oppression. 
It is suggested here that the 
disappearance may have been 
planned to promote interest in 
the book. The dramatic circum- 
stances under which Galindez 
seems to have dropped from 
the face of the earth has given 
his book publicity it would oth- 
erwise never have had since, in 
a world so full of suffering and 
outrage, the story of savage 
cruelty and oppression in a 
small Latin American dictator- 
Ship is likely to be lost to sight. 
But surely some agency of 
the Federal Government could 
be expected to be interested in 
| finding out whether this is a 
hoax or whether a distinguished 
scholar-refugee has been kid- 
_' naped and killed. The contrast 


with any case involving Com- 
munism occurs immediately. It 
is not hard to imagine the rival- 
ry on the Washington scene if 
it had been suspected that 
Galindez was the victim of a 
Communist plot. Congressional 
committees would be competing 
for headlines with executive 
departments determined to get 
into the act. 

‘Watching’ Developments. 

The Department of Justice is 
“watching” developments in the 
case, whatever that may mean. 
Assistant Attorney General War- 
ren Olney III did snap back at 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. when 
Roosevelt wrote to the depart- 
ment saying that, as a citizen, 
he was concerned over the dis- 
appearance of Galindez. This 
gave Olney an excellent opening 
to ask Roosevelt why he had not 
called on his client, Trujillo and 
the Dominican Republic, for in- 
formation. Roosevelt is regis- 
tered as a lobbyist for Trujillo 
at $60,000 a year. 

The staff of the House 
American 


Un- 
Activities Committee 
had only heard vaguely from 
newspaper reports about the 
Galindez case and its schedule 
is full. The internal security 
subcommittee of Senator East- 
land's Judiciary Committee has 
no plans to investigate the in- 
ternational and political aspects 
of the Galindez case. 

Both these committees have 
long concentrated on Commu- 
nism at home and abroad, with 
the stress on exposing Commu- 
nist spies and infiltrators. The 
internal security subcommittee 
investigated the case of the So- 
viet sailors who were coerced 
into redefecting and returning 
to Moscow. The committee, as 
a consequence, has _ brought 
pressure on the State Depart- 
ment to expel Soviet diplomatie 
representatives.

A Nation-Wide Theater 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Can the theater industry happily 
be more decentralized . instead 
of depending almost entirely on New 
York City .. .?” asks the editorial 
“Where the Theater Travels.” 

Yes, it can, and ANTA (American 
National Theater and Academy) has 
told how in a description of its 40- 
Theater Circuit Plan. The proposal 
would bring permanent repertory 
theater to the grass roots. 

The plan is based on the premise 
that 40 cities in the United States 
are capable of supporting a 40-week 
season of low-priced, professionally- 
produced theater every year. 

It calls for the establishment of 
year ‘round talent pools in New York, 
Chicago, San Francisco or Los Ange- 
les, and a southwestern city. Each 
center would produce ten plays. The 
resultant 40 productions would each 
play one week in each city on the 
circuit. 

Actors and technicians would be 
hired locally at each talent center. 
The plays would be balanced between 
comedy and drama, classics and 
Broadway hits and new scripts. New 
playwrights would be encouraged. 

To get the plan off the ground 
will take $5,000,000, a sum ANTA 
hopes to obtain in large part from 
non-profit educational and cultural 
foundations. ANTA hopes also for 
the support of industry, but feels 
that the people within the communi- 
ties who stand to benefit should also 
do their part. The communities will 
be asked to raise half the money 
necessary for the establishment of 
their own theaters, or about $37,750 
each. 

ANTA suggests raising funds in 
the local community by forming an 
ANTA chapter to which contribu- 
tions would be tax-deductible 

I have spent the past 10 months 
surveying artistic and financial ar- 
rangements in European theaters, by 
a tax-supported subsidy, which might 
be applied not only to a theater in 
the United States but to other local 
arts endeavors. Subsidies to the arts 
have been employed successfully and 
satisfactorily for years in European 
cities and countries. Such subsidies 
follow the same line of thought 
which allots public money to the sup- 
port of schools, museums, hospitals 
and athletic stadiums.

Not only does the retired railroad 
worker receive less than half as 
much benefit as the worker on So- 
cial Security, for every dollar in- 
vested but, as many attest, it is al- 
most impossible to get a bed ordered 
through a railroad hospital or doc- 
tors when a person becomes unable 
7 work before his sixty-fifth birth- 

ay. 


In the interest of public safety as 
well as the worker, I think it wise for 
all railroad workers, especially those 
over 55, to be given examinations at 
regular intervals by Government 
physicians to determine their fitness 
to work. 

The railroad worker would like to 
have the privilege and honor some 
day, through act of Congress, of 
Joining the rank and file protected 
by Social Security, which is a great 
thing now enjoyed by almost every 
other American. I -would like to 
see the money we have paid to the 
Railroad Retirement Fund turned 
over to Social Security and the dif- 
ference returned to us, the workers, 
in the form of United States Govern- 
ment bonds, the best security money 
can buy. 

I believe that if our Senators and 
Representatives knew how we feel 
some changes would be made imme- 
diately.

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The Communist Inquiry 

A subcommittee of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee has heen conducting hear- 
ings in St. Louis since the first of the week. 
It is now possible to summarize and appraise 
its work thus far. 

The first thing to recognize is that the in- 
vestigative powers of Congress are very broad 
and justifiedly so. Time and again Congress has 
used its authority to inquire into situations and 
conditions which urgently needed ventilation 
in the public interest. There can be no question 
about the power of a congressional committee 
to dig into areas of subversive activity. Com- 
munist infiltration into defense industry in St. 
Louis is a proper subject of governmental inves- 
tigation. Indeed the Government would be 
grossly derelict if it did not ferret out efforts 
to undermine the national security. 

A second fact to note is that this subcom- 
mittee has conducted itself for the most part in 
a generally quiet and dignified manner. The 
Tuesday afternoon session did produce a sharp 
rebuke from the chairman, Representative 
Moulder of Missouri, when Douglas MacLeod, 
lawyer for one of the summoned witnesses, 
called for an apology from the subcommittee. 

But there has been little to suggest the shout- 
ing and recrimination that characterized the 
McCarthy subcommittee of the Senate. Most of 
the sessions, held in the’courtroom of United 
States Judge Harper, have been as orderly as a 
federal trial. Credit for this goes not only to 
the chairman, but also to his colleagues, Repre- 
sentatives Scherer of Ohio and Frazier of Ten- 


nessee, and the subcommittee counsel, Frank 
S. Tavenner Jr. 
* - * 
It might have been expected that a sub- 


committee so exemplary in its own conduct 
would enjoy the co-operation of the witnesses 
subpenaed and questioned. This has not been 
so. Very few questions have been answered. 
Witness after witness has refused to reply on 
the grounds that his answer might incriminate 
him. Up to now this has handicapped the sub- 
committee in its effort to elicit information from 
those summoned to testify. 

A witness is within his rights in refusing to 
answer if he thinks that what he would say 
incriminate him. The Bill of Rights 
protects a person from being forced to present 
testimony against himself. The reason is the 
sound one that in trials it is up to the prosecut- 
ing officials to gather evidence on which to base 
their case. Were it otherwise the state would 
have an enormous power of coercion over the 
individual: and law in a free society should pro- 
tect the individual from such excessive power. 

Why so many St. Loutsans invoked the Fifth 
Amendment has not been explained. Pamphlets 
distributed in advance of the hearings by a 
group of those subpenaed appealed to all wit- 
nesses to defy the subcommittee. This sug- 
gests a pattern of organized non-co-operation. 
Yet even if this is the fact, there may be some 
instances in which the Fifth Amendment's pro- 
tection was invoked fairly and not with intent 
to abuse a historic right of citizens. 

It is for this reason that the Bar Association 
of St. Louis, greatly to its credit, took steps in 
advance to help any summoned person obtain 
legal assistance. Chairman Moulder showed his 
appreciation of the need for professional legal 
advice for each witness when he complimented 
the. St. Louis- bar for. acting voluntarily to 
arrange for counsel for those summoned but 
unable to hire counsel. As Mr. Moulder said, the 
appearance of any lawyer with a witness who 
himself could not obtain counsel “should not in 
itself be taken as any disparagement against 
the lawyer for doing so.” 

But even if a pattern of refusing to answer 
questions impedes the work of the subcommittee, 
the sessions ought not to be without their gains. 
From the questioning it is clear that some with 
Communist sympathies worked their way into 
labor unions and that others got into defense 
industries while some obtained employment as 
teachers, 


would 


As so often stated in these columns, the Post- 
Dispatch sees in Communism a world-wide con- 
spiracy in which no loyal American would now 
have a part, and in which none should have had 
a part in the postwar era—certainly not since 
the outbreak of the Korean war. Many persons 
who entered the Communist party by honest mis- 
take withdrew long before Communism’s armed 
aggression across the thirty-eighth parallel. 

Among the men who erred in judgment, 
particular credit goes to those who have openly 
confessed their mistake and have since led 
exemplary and patriotic lives. Society has an 
obligation to be fair with them and not to 
punish them for their honesty. Mr. Moulder 
stated a fact when he said that in the depression 
vears there were “innocent and loyal” Americans 
who became “frustrated with economic condi- 
tions” and “in seeking a solution to national un- 
employment and economic problems, were mis- 
guided into the Communist party.” 

The problem of tracking down subversive 
activities would be greatly simplified if all those 
who made honest mistakes were to remove the 
cloud of suspicion and doubt by full and free 
testimony. It is to be hoped the Moulder subcom- 
mittee can still contribute to that desirable end.

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The Nicaro Mystery Grows 

Congressman Jack Brooks of Texas charges 
that there has been a “cover-up” in. the case of 
Edward F. Mansure and the Nicaro nickel deal. 
A satisfactory answer to this charge could come 
only from the Justice Department. 

Edward F. Mansure, a Chicago Republican, 
resigned under fire last February as head: of 
the General Services Administration. The 
Brooks committee then was investigating charges 
that Mr. Mansure used political favoritism in 
the expansion of the Government nickel plant 
at Nicaro, Cuba. 

For eight months the Justice Department has 
withheld microfilms of records pertinent to the 
Nicaro case. The records themselves mysterious- 
ly disappeared. But one GSA agent testified that 
they “cohtained possible criminal allegations.” 

The committee especially wants to know if 
the microfilms shed any light on the strange 
fee-splitting in the Nicaro project. Both Louis 
Wolfson’s Merritt-Chapman and Scott firm and 
the Frederick Snare Corp. got $500,000 fees, but 


witnesses said Wolfson’s firm had one man in 
Cuba and did less than 5 ptr cent of the work. 
When the Administration permitted its ap- 
pointed GSA chief to resign, it certainly did not 
dispel the Nicaro mystery. The Justice Depart- 
ment still contends it needs the microfilms for 
an “active investigation.” After eight months, 
what is active about it? Attorney General 
Brownell ought to make a clear reply. 
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Stevenson’s California Triumph 

California was described as “the big one” and 
it has gone to Adlai E. Stevenson by a large 
figure. At+stake were 68 delegates to the na- 
tional Democratic convention who now swell the 
former Illinois Governor’s total of pledged 
votes to 259%. This compares with 166 for 
Senatot Kefauver and constitutes a long start 
on the majority (68642) required at Chicago. 

Mr. Stevenson emerges from the presidential 
primaries as the commanding choice of the 
voters of his party. He has lost only one pri- 
mary to Senator Kefauver and that was in Min- 
nesota where many thousands of Republicans 
véted for the Tennesseean as a means of hitting 
at Minnesota’s Democratic Governor and Sen- 
ator. To a degree this was repeated last week 
in Flerida, where Senator Kefauver ran strong- 
est in counties that went heavily to President 
Eisenhower in 1952. 

But since the special case of Minnesota, Mr. 
Stevenson's star has been rising steadily. The 
Illinoisan has achieved this recovery without 
compromising his stand on issues and without 
attempting to exploit groups of voters such as 
racial mirorities and elderly pensioners. Sen- 
ator Kefauver, seemingly in desperation, went 
all out for that kind of support. Doing so he 
has weakened his standing as a member of 
Congress. 

It is gratifying to see the Associated 
Press has not attempted to report the Cali- 
fornia primary in terms of a popularity con- 
test between the Democrats and the Republicans 
as it consistently reported presidential pri- 
maries when Mr. Eisenhower led Senator Ke- 
fauver in Indiana and when the President held 
a slight margin over Mr. Stevenson in Illinois. 
Nothing was said in these news reports about a 
popularity test in Florida where the President 
received relatively few votes, compared with 
the Democrats. Now in California, where the 
Democratic vote was larger, the results are being 
treated as they should be—as returns from two 
separate party primaries. 

The California primary is the last test at the 
polls before the Democratic convention. This 
means that the rest of the pre-nomination strug- 
gle between Mr. Stevenson and his rivals will be 
within the state organizations. Those party 
leaders who have been waiting to see how the 
Stevenson-Kefauver battle would turn out have 
the California decision to contemplate. It is 
the answer also to the anti-Stevenson element, 
including three-month Gov. Stelle, in Illinois. 
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Progress in Texas 

A reader has asked why our recent editorial 
about progress in public school desegregation 
did not list Texas. The editorial was concerned 
only with Missouri and five states touching Mis- 
souri. Texas deserves a report of its own. 

Dallas county, Texas, nas just won a temporary 
dispensation in its refusal to desegregate its 
schools. The United States Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans ruled, in a split decision, that Ne- 
groes had not given the Dallas schools sufficient 
time to prepare for mixed classrooms. Much of 
the resistance to desegregation in Texas comes 
from its eastern counties. 

On the other hand there has been progress in 
west, north and south Texas in the two years 
following the Supreme Court's desegregation or- 
der. The state has opened 17 of its publie col- 
leges to students of all races. Some 65 school 
districts have desegregated, many without pub- 
licity and all without reports of friction. 

This start toward desegregation is modest. 
Not more than 1700 Negroes, or less than 1 per 
cent of the total Negro school enrollment, are 
currently in desegregated schools. But several 
large cities and towns, and some small ones as 
well, are wiping out the educational color line. 
The capital of Austin is one. And San Antonio 
not only has opened up its schools but also other 
public facilities, including swimming $pools. 

Perhaps one good indication of how Texans 
generally feel was the recent sound defeat of 
the interposition-and-segregation forces led by 
Gov. Allan Shivers in the fight for control of 
the state Democratic organization. Gov. Shivers’s 
effort to champion white supremacy fell flat and 
so did he. 

Part of the credit for desegregation in south 
Texas must be given to the Latin American pop- 
ulation. This group which itself once knew dis- 
crimination has stood firmly for wiping out dis- 
crimination for another minority. 
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A New Cult in Moscow 

The full flavor of Nikita Khrushchev’s now 
famous February speech on Stalin comes out in 
the text as it never could in the partial reports 
that leaked from the Communist party congress. 
Here is an astonishing document—not only for 
what was said about Stalin, but for what was 
implied about the present Soviet leadership. 

This leadership is Marxist and revolutionary, 
make no doubt of that. But Khrushchev’s “down- 
grading” of Stalin is not simply the effort of one 
dictator to build himself up by destroying the 
legend of his predecessor. Something deeper is 
involved—a basic philosophical difference be- 
tween personal tyranny and what Khrushchev 
constantly refers to as “the collective.” 

Khrushchev speaks as the representative of a 
group, not as the single successor of Stalin. He 
exposes Stalin's “intolerance, his brutality and 
his abuse of power,” not merely for the purpose 
of character assassination, but to preach a doc- 
trinal sermon against the “cult of the individual.” 

What should not be overlooked is that in 
preaching such a sermon Khrushchev is erect- 
ing ideological barriers against the use of Sta- 
lin's tyrannical methods by himself or by others. 

If it was wrong for Stalin to discard what 
Khrushchev calls “the Leninist method” of per- 
suasion and education and adopt the techniques 
of absolutism, then it would be equally wrong 
for anybody else to do it. If Stalin violated the 
canons of Communist orthodoxy by assuming 
the personal pewers of a czar, then Khrushchev’s 
recital of the evil consequences to the state and 
the party becomes a tract not only against Stalin 
but against any future imitator. 

There may, of course, be imitators neverthe- 
less. One of the most familiar phenomena of 
history is the possessor of great power who 
comes to regard the possession of power by any- 
body else as unthinkable, 

So it muy some day be with Khrushchev, or 
somebody else. But for the present, ‘clearly, the 
nature of the Soviet regime has undergone a 
drastic change. The cult of the individual has 
given way to the cult of the: collective. Dicta- 
torial powers are exercised by several instead of 
one. This is a long way from constitutional deé- 
mocracy, but it is a change from Stalinism.

American people owe considerable respect to Harry P. Cain, 
of who has led fight to reform federal security program and politi- 
cal “numbers game’; he forced his way to presidential attention;

The American people would do well 
to open their hearts to former United 
States Senator Harry P. Cain. In re- 
spect for individual courage, if we rise 
above doctrinaire labels of “liberal” and 
“conservative,” Cain deserves well of us. 

Cain was belatedly promised, on May 
23, an audience with President Eisen- 
hower in the White House. The Presi- 
dent was asked at a news conference 
whether he would be willing to give 
Cain an appoint- 
ment and he an- 
swered, briskly, 


, Mr. Eisen- 
hower has had plen- 
ty of chances previ- 
ously to grant the 
former Senator, 
now a member of 
the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control 
Board, an appoint- 
ment and an audi- 
ence. For three long 
years, including 
more than a year in 
which Cain has 
made public speeches sharply attacking 
the President’s federal-employe “‘securi- 
ty” procedures, the doors of the White 
House have been firmly barred.

Mr. Cain and the White House 


This observer surmises that if Cain 
were back in the Senate, a Republican 
Senator from the State of Washington, 
he would again disclose a conservative 
voting record. He told me recently that 
he was unashamedly an economic con- 
servative, and if a man is a conservative 
he has a right to vote that way. 

But Cain has led a desperation fight 
against the trickery and lies of the Ad- 
ministration’s “security” numbers rack- 
et. This fight outweighs any blunders 
he made in his earlier years as a Sena- 
tor—and he admits, frankly, that they 
were many. It happens that a well- 
known liberal Senator has made exactly 
the same statement to me—that he 
“made all the mistakes any freshman 
Senator could make.” 

If Cain is now belatedly welcome in 
the White House, his welcome from the 
Administration comes against a back- 
ground of extraordinary ill grace. 

Things were not that way a few days 
earlier. 

This reporter has reason to believe 
that Cain on April 12 wrote Attorney 
General Brownell a letter asking for a 
private appointment, and explaining 
that he would much prefer to discuss 
cases of “security” program injustice in 
private rather than in public. 

Seeking for confirmation, I tele- 
phoned the Justice Department press 
officer, G. Frederick Mullen.  Forty- 
eight hours later, after another call- 
back, the response was, “We have no 
comment” on whether Brownell had re- 
ceived such a letter. 


His Ringing Remarks at Denver 


Cain also made some kind of “‘final 
appeal” to Eisenhower himself, and he 
sent a parallel message to the frosty 
Sherman Adams, Eisenhower's top as- 
sistant, informing Adams that he 
wouldn’t talk any longer to anybody 
short of the President. 

Cain made a speech in Denver, after 
getting no reply, saying that the Presi- 
dent had been fed “varnish” by his sub- 
ordinates on the “security” issues, and 
that “any champion could be made to 
look like a chump if he leaves himself 
open to a sucker punch.” 

He denounced the Republican Na- 
tional Committee’s “erroneous, danger- 
ous and misleading statistics” on gov- 
érnment workers fired or resigned and 
lumped together as “security” risks. 

He said that the G.O.P. National Com- 
mittee’s statistics should be labeled 
“poison,” because they included “scores 
and scores” unjustly accused, others 
who resigned without knowing of 


. 


charges against them, others re-em- 
ployed by the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion itself without knowing anything 
about “charges.” 

The response of White House Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty was, “No 
comment.” 

In New York, a short time earlier, 
Cain had publicly charged that not a 
single Communist, spy or dangerous 
subversive had been discovered in a 
sensitive government job, and the Ad- 
ministration had “no comment.” 

But at last, when the family was bat- 
tening down its hatches financially and 
accepting the fact that Cain would not 
be reappointed when his term expired 
Aug. 9, the President reversed every- 
body else and said, in effect, Why, of 
course, he’d be glad to talk to good old 
Harry Cain. 


The Record on Civil Liberties 
It seems excessively unlikely that a 


mere audience with the President will 
produce the kind of changes in the se- 


curity program and Republican cam- 
paign cries that Cain desires, 
The G.O.P. is committed. Leonard 


Hall of the Republican National ‘Com- 
mittee is committed. So is Eisenhower, 
whether he knows it or not. 

There still may be some benefit in 
examining Cain's credentials as a self- 
appointed defender of liberties and 
proper procedures in “security” cases. 

Oddly enough, although most people 
do not realize it, the credentials are 
substantial. Despite some early-term 
support of McCarthy, Cain changed 
rather quickly in the Senate—not on 
economic issues but on civil liberties 
questions and on questions of “security.” 

He insisted on keeping a committee 
record open when Mrs. Anna Rosen- 
berg, a Truman appointee to the De- 
fense Department, was the victim of a 
smear. It was a time when Democrats 
were demoralized by McCarthy, and 
Mrs. Rosenberg might have been de- 
stroyed in character had it not been 
for Cain. 

Five years ago, in 1951, when the fir- 
ing of Gen. MacArthur by President 
Truman was under committee investiga- 
tion, Senator Jenner of Indiana made a 
violent Senate speech implying a plot 
to “whitewash” things for the benefit 
of “Communists.” Cain, a committee 
member, took the floor and deferential- 
ly assured Jenner that no “whitewash” 
was involved, that both Republican and 
Democratic Senators could be trusted, 
that their report would be honest. 


‘Pitch Tydings Made Last Year’ 


The astounded Jenner managed to 
Say, sardonically, after Cain had left 
the floor, “‘That’s the same pitch Ty- 
dings made last year.” He referred to 
McCarthy’s successful smear and de- 
feat of Tydings in Maryland in 1950 
after Communist-in-government charges 
were accurately denounced by the for- 
mer Maryland Senator as a hoax. 

Cynics suggested, a year ago, that 
Cain was playing a game in pretending 
to be “liberal,” that he wanted to run 
again for the Senate and was trying to 
dry-clean his right-wing reputation. 

Well, he isn’t running. He couldn't 
get the Republican nomination in Wash- 
ington State against the bleak hatred of 
the Eisenhower Administration and its 
well-scrubbed respectables. 


He should be honored for what he has 
done, for his persistence in fighting 
against great odds,‘for what he happens 
to believe is right. Whenever the “se- 
curity” madness has run its course, he 
will have played a“substantial part in 
shortening its duration.

There came a time at the end of the 
year when Dear Mad’m had to make a 
decision. She sat at her kitchen table 
drinking coffee. Vicki was lying at her 
feet. Tomorrow she would be 81. 


Her decision was made. She would 
continue to live in her little cabin 
within sight and sound of the Klamath. 
This was thé life she loved. There 
were flowers to fill her days with 
beauty. There were friends who needed 
her. Helping them would fill her life 
with the deepest satisfaction. Life on 
the Klamath would be good, because 
of the good she could do. So she 
stayed.

Odd Story of Odd People 


THE FLIGHT FROM THE ENCHANTER, by Iris Mur- 
doch. (The Viking Press, 316 pgs., $3.75.) 

Miss Murdoch has written a queer 
story about a lot of queer people, There 
is a beautiful, willful young girl, an old- 
er woman (whose charm escaped me); 
two extremely odd Poles, a black-mailer, 
some ineffectual young men and some 
peculiar old women. All are dominated 
or manipulated by Mischa Fox who ap- 
pears only briefly on stage but othet- 
wise agitates his puppets by pulling 
the strings from behind the scenes. * 

The whole thing is quite wet—liter- 
ally. People sit on the floor with drinks 
in their hands and cry into them, or 
walk—still crying, in the rain or into 
the sea, or let down their long black 
hair and cry into it, or just sit, looking 
out at the rain running down the win- 
dow pane, and let the tears run down 
their cheeks. These weeping willows 
are not all women. The men do it too. 

But though the characters seem. to 
be viewed under water a great part of 


the time this limpidity gives a certain . 


sharpness to the characterization. For 
Iris Murdoch is herself very clear, very 
sharp, very erudite. She knows what 
she is about but does not convince the 
reader that it’s worth doing. One wishes 
she would take her brilliance, her per- 
ception, her wit, her unique ability to 
pin-point a foible, and use them to de- 
scribe a few. reasonably normal char- 
acters.

manufacturer, and gave France 
its fifth triumph in Britain's 
blue ribbon racing event since 
World War II. 

Lavandin was the 7 to 1 fav- 
orite in the gruelling, mile-and- 
a-half race over the ancient 
Epsom course. 

Montaval started at 40 to 1. 
He is owned by Robert Strass- 
burger, a native of Norristown, 
Pa., who now lives in France. 
Like the winner, Montaval is a 
French-bred colt. 

Roistar, an Irish-bred colt 
owned by Joe McGrath, was a 
22 to 1 shot. 

The race was run in the rain 
and the judges examined films 
of the finish before declaring 
Lavandin the winner. 

Wertheimer has been racing 
horses for 46 years but Lavan- 
din was the first one he ever 
entered in the Derby.

Several years ago when Lake 


Wappapello was opened for 
angling it was estimated that 
some 10,000 jack salmon were 
taken the first year below the 
dam spillway. Each succeeding 
year the catch tapered off and 
now only a score or so are taken 
during a season. 

Perhaps because they ascend 
the watercourses to spawn, as 
do the Atlantic and Pacific 
coast salmon, they acquired the 
name “jack salmon” in the 
Ozark region. In the northern 
States they are called walleyed 
pike. But this fish is neither a 
true pike nor a true salmon: it 
is a perch—a walleyed perch. 
In Ontario it is a yellow pick- 
erel, and in Quebec its common 
name is dore. 

The largest specimen ever 
taken from Missouri waters was 
a 17-pounder taken from Black 
river near the Hillard bridge 
Fish weighing 10 pounds or 
more are not unusual in the 
Missouri streams and man-made 
lakes 

Surprise Catch on a Fly. 

Many years ago this writer 
was making a float trip on the 
Black river, and, being a fly 
rod angler, was using a spinner 
and fly combination for black 
bass. The fly line was not feed- 
ing properly and the guide was 
asked to stop the boat while the 
twisted line was stripped off 
and straightened out. Instead 
of placing the fly in the bottom 
of the boat, as should have been 
done, we inadvertently dropped 


it over the gunwale in some 20 
feet of water. When he had 
spooled most of the line on the 


fly from its 
position, a 


reel and moved the 
hottom-of-the-river 


savage strike almost jerked the 
fly rod from our hand 

The fish moved slowly up- 
stream for a short distance and 
then sulked and refused to be 
moved. The guide let the boat 
drift downstream and turn the 
fish. For nearly 30 minutes the 


jack salmon surged and. fought 
We had no landing net and the 
fish had to be thoroughly sub- 
dued before an effort was made 
to boat it Finally, it was 
brought alongside and gently 
lifted in the boat. It weighed 
12°4 pounds. 

Nearly all jack 
from Missouri 
lakes are caught on deep-run- 
ning plugs or live’ minnows 
Very few are taken on flies and, 
when they are, it is usually on 
a weighted fly that is running 
very deep. These fish are bot- 
tom feeders and prefer cold, 
clean, deep water for their habt- 
tat. Trolling, casting and drift- 
ing large minnows through the 
deep, swift holes are the most 
' successful methods of angling 
'for this hard-fighting, sweet- 
| eating fish.

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Two years ago this writer 
and 13 companions flew to 
Sioux Lookout, Ontario, Cana- 
da, for a week of walleye fish- 
ing. The ice had been out of 
the river only about two weeks, 
and the fish (called yellow 
pickerel there, as previously 
mentioned) were making their 
upstream run. We had guides, 
25-hoursepower outboard mo- 
tors, and 20-foot boats. It was 
the most fabulous fishing we 
ever encountered. 

The Sioux Indians told us to 
use only June bug spinners and 
live minnows. The guides took 
us to favorite fishing spots and 
we anchored the boats and cast 
downstream. Nearly every casi 
produced a yellow pickerel or a 
northern pike. When one ooat 
“hit the jackpot,” 
boats converged on 
cessful anglers. 

This was the only 
our half century of fishing ex- 


perience that we ever had any- | 


one throw fish at us to drive us 
away. The limit was six and one 
boat actually caught and re- 
leased 130 in one day. There 
were four fishermen in the 
boat and they kept 24 fish that 
weighed in excess of 240 
pounds. One Ozark native on 
the trip dryly remarked ‘nat 
he was acenustomed to rocks 
being thrown to drive ~ im 
away but

with fish to make him move on.

The meeting was the first | 
of a series of four planned to | 


obtain information on county 
traffic problems and _ recom- 
mendations for solving them. 


The next meeting will be to-| 
morrow. Chiefs of police of all 
96 municipalities in the county 
have been invited to attend. 
Planning in All Areas. 

Davidson said the recommen- 
dation for a county traffic com- | 
mission envisions an agency | 
charged with responsibility for | 
traffic planning in both the in- 
corporated and unincorporated | 
areas, 

Davidson said the commis- 
sion should be staffed by quali- 
fied traffic engineers. “It would | 
be charged with making com- | 
prehensive studies of traffic | 
problems on a county-wide basis | 
and planning for their solution,” | 
he said. “On the basis of these | 
studies it would make recom- | 
mendations for the location of 
stop signs, speed limits and 
parking restrictions.” 

Too Limited Now. 

Davidson emphasized that this 
proposal could be carried out 
by revision and enlargement of | 
the present County Traffic | 
Commission. That agency pres- 
ently has only one employe and 
lacks funds for employing 
trained personnel, William H. | 
Stein, traffic (commissioner, 
said, Stein said the commis- | 
sion is unable to do any long- 
range planning and must limit 
itself to immediate traffic prob- 
lenvs.

were voted last November. 

Matthews said commercial 
and industrial development has 

taken place along the route 
since it was first proposed by 
the county Planning Commis- 
sion several years ago. He sug- 
gested an engineering study be 
made to select a less developed 
route a short distance to the 
west. 


He pointed out that $250,000 
of bond issue funds is ear- 
marked for engineering services 
on this project.

3. Thirty-four lung can- 
cer victims — all smokers— 
had many more of _ these 
changes than either smokers 
or non-smokers who did not 
die of lung cancer; 

4. Many more persons, and 
fn particular smokers, have 
more latent or sleeping nests 
of lung cancer than had here- 
to-fore been suspected; 

5. Air pollution may have 
an effect, but a minor one, in 
the causation of lung cancer.

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RED CHINA WANTS 2 ILLINOIS BANKS ROBBED; 
LOOT TOTAL PUT AT $32,000 


RIGHT TO SET UP 
HONG KONG OFFICE 


LONDON, June 6 (UP)—For- 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
announced today that Red 
China has asked to install a 
“commissioner of foreign af- 
fairs” in the British colony of 
Hong Kong. 

“This proposal raises a num- 
ber of issues which are still 
under consideration,” Lloyd 
gaid in a House of Commons 
statement. 

He revealed that on Feb. 25 
the Communist Chinese govern- 
ment informed British Charge 
d’Affaires Con O'Neill in Peip- 
ing that

Hong Kong, lying on the 
south China coast, is the major 
gateway between Peiping and 
the West.

Fix It Yourself

Removing Old Flooring. 


HERE are some rules that 

were made to be broken and 

there are other rules that it 
is best to follaw. Among these 
is the rule that. says that before 
you put down a resilient type 
flooring such as linoleum, as- 
phalt tile, etc.; you first remove 
the old resilient flooring. 


Some home-owners have gone 
ahead and put new flooring 
over old. Some have turned 
out fine but in other cases the 
new flooring either cracked, 
bugkled or came loose. It’s not 
worth the chance for our 
money. 

Most types of resilient floor- 
ing are cemented down with a 
paste that will soften up im wa- 
ter. The trick is to get the wa- 
ter onto the paste and this can 
be done by opening up seams 
or lifting out a tile or two. As- 
phalt tile will soften up so it 
can be removed from the heat 
of a laundry iron, 


After you've exposed some of 
the cement, pour in some water 
and then as the cement becomes 
soft, lift up the tile or linoleum 
so that water can reach more of 
the cement. In some cases the 


seams between strips of lino- 
leum are cemented down with a 


waterproof type cement and 
this can be softened up with a 
little denatured alcohol. 


After you've got the flooring 
up you'll still have a good deal 
of cement on the floor. This 
should be removed right down 
to the original flooring and the 
best way to handle this @nd of 
the job is with a power floor 
sander. 

Allow the cement to become 
hard and dry and then go aftér 
it with a sander using an open 
coat coarse grade paper. This 
treatment can be used on either 
concrete or wood floors,

ASHES ARE COVERING the 
‘sparks that once burned as 
flames. How rare are those 
who are truly patriotic and have 
a deep passion for our country? 
There are fires for the cause of 
labor; there are fires for the 
cause of private enterprise; 
there are fires for a liberty that 
would isolate it from law and 
authority, but all these are for 
private gain or the easing of an 
uneasy conscience. 

Gone, too, is the moral indig- 
nation against grave social in- 
justices. Cords are no longer 
knotted for those who buy and 
traffic in the temples of justice 
and law; the press sometimes 


identifies news with interest or 
what provokes criticism, reac- 
tion and controversy. 

Education teaches principles 
of engineering, principles of 
medicine, principles of journal- 
ism, but when it comes to a 
philosophy of life, gives mostly 
a history of contradictory sys- 
tems. If the same methods were 
applied to medicine, the univer- 
sity would not teach medicine 
and the value of health, but the 
history of health and diseases; 
it would not teach engineering, 
but the history of bridges that 
stayed up and the history of 
bridges that collapsed. Too 
often modern Pilates are sneer- 
ing, “What is truth?” and then 
turning their backs on Him. 

Given then, on the one hand, 
the need of fire, passion and 
love for the human heart, and 
given, on tHe other hand, this 
indifference to great causes, is 
it any wonder that Communism 
has appeal particularly for 
youths? It is not the economics 
of Communism that attracts, but 
its passion for a cause. The 
young are right in wanting fire;

UNFORTUNATELY it is that 
in democracies within the last 
30 years our fires are enkindled 
only in times of war; then they 
burn not because of a common 
love of all who share blessings, 
but rather because of a common 
hate. It is not so much love 
of the good and the true and 
the beautiful that enkindles 
energies, but the hatred of the 
enemies. 

At any rate, this shows that 
we still have potencies for fire 
left if the proper inspiration 
were given. The burden is not 
on the people, but on the clergy 
and public .officials. If those 
who are called to play the trum- 
pets utter forth an uncertain 
sound, who will rally for battle?

House Mother for Indian Teen-Agers 


Ex-St. Louisan Ann pos Sayer. After Decade on Papago Reservation, Houses Pupils in Tucson

NN HEAP SALYER is an 
A unusual woman. For one 

thing, she can’t quite re- 
member her wedding anniver- 
sary. For another, she brought 
her nieces and nephews four 
*“‘pinatas,” the breakable paper 
containers of goodies which 
Mexican children have at 
Christmastime. This might not 
seem like an unusual gift ex- 
cept that these pinatas were 
three feet in diameter and Ann 
carried all four of them on the 
plane with her. 

From this, you might gather 
that Ann is not exactly the 
practical type and perhaps you 
would be right. But hundreds 
of her friends, all of them In- 
dians on the Papago reservation 
in Arizona, are happy that Ann, 
an idealist, has been such a 
practical help to them. Both of 
the Salyers, Ann, and her hus- 
band, John, have spent the last 
10 years serving as teachers, as 
counselors, and, most important, 
as friends, to Indian tribes in 
regions so remote that they had 
to contact the outside world by 
shortwave radio. 


Ann recently visited her moth- 
er, Mrs. Ada Heap, 619 North 
Laclede Station road, Webster 
Groves, and has now returned 
home to continue with her 
newest project, running a home 
for Indian teen-agers who must 
leave their reservation homes 
to attend high school in Tucson, 
where Ann also is district di- 
rector of the Girl Scouts. 


“We've never regretted for a 
minute having gone-out to Ari- 
zona,” Ann sums it up. “There 
are dust storms, the wind and 
heat are uncomfortable, but if 
you're interested in doing some- 
thing for other people, working 
with the Indians offers a won- 
derful opportunity.” 


The Salyers’ interest in In- 
dian affairs goes back to John’s 
‘ college years, which he spent at 
Earlham College, a Quaker 
school in Richmond, Ind. One 
summer he worked with the 
American Friends Service Com- 


mittee (Quakers) at a work 
camp in Big Jim, Okla., with a 
group of Indians. A _ biology 


major, he became a naturalist 
at Turkey Run State Park in 
Indiana, but in the back of his 
mind, he kept the thought that 
some day he'd like to work with 
Indians again. 

Ann, born Margaret Ann 
Heap, and nicknamed “Mickey” 
in her school days, was born in 
Muskogee, Okla., but grew up 
in Webster Groves, and attend- 
ed the University of Missouri, 
where she received an A.B. de- 
gree in geology and home eco- 
nomics. She was a professional 
Girl Scout on a vacation trip 
when she met John. They were 
married—“either in 1939 or 
1940, it was 14 years ago fast 
December,” Ann says. Don't 
try to figure it out; it’s too con- 
fusing. 

During the war years, the 
Salyers worked in mental hos- 
pitals. After the war, they be- 
gan investigating opportunities 
to work with Indians. Though 
the Board of Missions of the 
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ANN HEAP SALYER 


Presbyterian Church, they went 
to Tucson where they taught in 
an Indian training school. The 
following year, they went to 
work for the Indian Service df 
the Department of Interior, and 
moved to the Papago reserva- 
tion to a tiny village called 
Vayashin. Here they were the 
only white people in the north- 
west quarter of the reservation 
which is about the size of Con- 
necticut,

for Indians to attend 

public school with 
other children,” Ann says. 
“Their own educational facili- 
ties teach them adequately but 
they leave out one quality, how 
to hold their own against white 
persons. When he goes to hunt 
a job, for instance, an average 
Indian won't push himself. It 
goes against his nature to tell 
what he can do; he feels as if 
he’s boasting. We've noticed 
that the children who live with 
us have learned how to hold 
their own by going to school 
with others.” 

Operating a home for Indian 
teen-agers is not without its 
problems, Ann admits. Food 
tastes are different, for one 
thing. Most of the _ Indian 
youngsters eat meat, beans, tor- 
tillas, nothing else. One boy 
would try nothing new until 
everyone at the table had tast- 
ed it and given him a descrip- 
tion of its taste. He got over 
that eventually. 

An active volunteer in Girl 
Scout work, Ann went back into 
it professionally last year, and 
now is district director of the 
Sahuaro Girl Scout Council. 
She likes to tell her Scouts 
stories of early Indian lore and 
legends, such as the ones in 
Harold Bell Wright's “Long 
Ago Told,” a collection of Pap- 
ago legends. 


and John have not tried to 
make religious converts of the 
Indians but try to teach by 
example. 

“We have gone according to 
something an older Indian told 
us when we first went out 
there,” Ann says. “He said 
what his people needed more 
than anything else was to see 
every-day good living in a white 
home. If people show what is 
right by example, he said, the 
Indians will follow. That's what 
we've tried to do.” 

While here, Ann visited her 
mother, her brothers, John Jr 
0 , and Arthur, and a sister, Nellie.

PAID a visit last week to the 
| Institute for the Crippled 

and Disabled on First av- 
enue and First street. Situated 
in a very fine plant, the insti- 
tute seeks to fit crippled and 
disabled persons to jobs. 

It is not a hospital. In fact, 
there are no beds for patients. 
But there is every conceivable 
kind of medical treatment and 
therapy available. The institute 
evidently is not trying just to 
teach a man or woman a skill 
by which he or she can earn a 
living but, if possible, to im- 
prove the victim’s physical con- 
dition. 

I was impressed by the things 
made in the various workshops 
and the variety of occupations 
in which training is offered to 
the handicapped.

THESE PEOPLE became 
adept in precision work of vari- 
ous kinds, such as the making 
of optical instruments. They do 
fine leather work and a desk 
pad they gave me is a very good 
example of their workmanship. 
‘hey become good at silver 


work and in making costume 
jewelry. They gave me one of 
the pins they made which shows 
how skilled they can become. 

It is an interesting institute 
but not so much so from a med- 
ical point of view as from a 
vocational one.

ON SATURDAY EVENING I 
spoke at the commencement 
exercises of the Horace Mann 
school in New York. This 
schoo] has an interesting his- 
tory, having been started by 
Columbia University. It is ex- 
clusively for boys and has a 
high scholastic rating. Nearly 
all of the boys there go on to 
college and most of them enter 
the professions. More than 100 
boys were graduated and, as 
they came up to get their di- 
plomas, I watched them with 
great interest. They seemed to 
me a promising group, with not 
one that we need worry about.

DR. McHUGH feels that many mothers and fathers

“If you have this habit and would like to overcome it, 
here are some suggestions that will help: 

“Your child who eats in the proper manner will profit 
more from being told, ‘This is the right way to eat and I 
like to see you eat that way,’ than he will from ‘You are so 
good to eat nicely.’ 

“On the question of manners, girls and boys really need 
opportunities to learn that these are forms of behavior that 
help us get along well with others. If they have suitable 
chances to do so, all children soon understand that ‘thank 
you’ and ‘please’ are to promote good will and to reduce 
social friction. 

“Instead of trying to train your child by telling him that 
he is good when he is polite, or bad when he isn’t, why not 
offer the reason why we have such customs? Tell your child 
that you like to hear him use ‘please’ and ‘thank you’ be- 
cause his doing so means that he is learning the best ways 
to show others that he likes them for being nice to him.”

Fortunately for the rapidly 
increasing number of new piano 
owners today, it doesn’t take 
an acoustics engineer to figure 
out individual answers to ques- 
tions like these. Pianos, unlike 
hi fi systems, do not direct 
sound with a speaker, and thus 
demand less exactness in posi- 
tion. The room does act 
as a sounding chamber for a 
piano, however; and, for that 
reason, points beyond looks and 
convenience must be considered. 


. — 7 
MOST IMPORTANT in acous- 
tical considerations, according 
to the National Piano Manufac- 
turers Association, is the size 


of the piano in relation to the 
size of the room. Choose a 
small piano for a small room, 
a medium size piano for a me- 
dium-sized room, and a large 
one for a large room, so the 
right volume of sound will be 
possible, not too loud for the 
small room or _ imperfectly 
heard in parts of the large room. 

Now, with the piano chosen 
for right size, pick out the spot 
for it. If it’s a vertical piano, 
place it near the center of one 
of the shorter walls. 

The reason for this is that 
sound comes out of the piano 
until it hits a surface, then 
reverses. When the short wall 
is the surface, the sound turns 
back and travels through the 
length of the room. From a 
long wall, the sound travels to 
the nearer opposite wall and 
isn't heard in full tonal qual- 
ity at the ends of the room. 

The vertical piano should be 
at least four inches from the

wall, and can be as much as a 
foot away. It’s at its best with 
its back to the wall because 
the wall pushes the sound back 
toward the room with more 
force than it had when it left 
the piano.

HEAVY CARPETING prob- 
ably won't muffle the sound of 
the piano too much, according 
to authorities, unless the room 
also has heavy drapery. The 
combination of the two sound- 
deadening materials could be 
too absorbent. 

If the piano is too loud, drape 
the wall nearest the piano to 
soften the sound it reflects and 
make it more appropriate to 
the room, and draw the drapery 
across the bay when a grand 
piano is played for a small 
group. A bay especially often 
needs the drapery muting be- 
cause sound always concen- 
trates there to emerge consid- 
erably stringier into the room.

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S I look over my index of 

subjects I find I have neg- 

lected the lowliest member 
of one vegetable family. Atten- 
tion has been paid to cauliflow- 
er, broccoli and Brussels 
sprouts, but cabbage, whose 
name is used to describe this 
group, has been ignored. 

This has not been the case in 
my own kitchen, however. It 
ranks first according to my 
taste when it is cooked to just 
the right point, as you may be 
sure it is for my table. I may 
choose either the firm, white 
winter cabbage or that tender 
loose-leaf young cabbage al- 
ready coming in from the 
South. 


Shredding with a large knife 
on a board is just as satisfactory 
as the old-fashioned “slaw” cut- 
ter. Of course the cabbage may 
be chopped if you prefer, but 
for cooking shredding seems to 
be best. When prepared by 
either method it takes but a 
few minutes, five to eight, for 
it to become tender, when 
cooked in boiling salted water. 
It is not necessary to use a large 
amount if the pot is covered to 
prevent evaporation. 


Because even young cabbage 
has a good deal of flavor it 
should be drained before dress- 
ing, either with butter or cream, 
or a combination of milk and 
butter. Once in a while I like 
to use cream sauce. Sometimes 
I add minced celery and green

pepper or pimiento. Grated 
raw carrots are also an attrac- 
tive addition to the sauce or 
may be used as a garnish when 
the vegetable is served. Un- 
usual seasonings such as a few 
caraway seeds or a tiny bit of 
ground nutmeg, or anise that 
has a sort of licorice flavor, are 
occasionally used with cabbage. 

Just be sure the vegetable it- 
self is not overcooked. Then it 
will retain its original delicate 
color and flavor. 

Viennese Cabbage. 

One medium head cabbage, 
one small onion, chopped fine; 
one-half teaspoon ground anise, 


one teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, three table- 
spoons vinegar, three table- 


spoons sugar. 

Shred cabbage. Mix onion, 
anise, salt, pepper, vinegar and 
sugar. Bring to a quick boil. 
Add cabbage, cover and cook 
over low heat until crispy ten- 
der, or about six to 10 minutes. 
Serve immediately. Yield: Four 
to six servings. ‘Add a little 
water if necessary.)

FEW weeks ago I heard 
two sounds, several min- 
utes apart, and each 
like a rifle shot. I 
wondered who could have used 
firearms insitie the city limits. 
The mystery was explained 
several days later. I was in- 
formed that a mgn in the next 
block had fired twice at a wood- 
pecker which had been disturb- 
ing his sleep.

We may feel sorry for anyone 
who loses sleep because of the 
noisy pecking of a bird, but a 
different way to meet the trou- 
ble should have been found. 
There are good reasons for laws 
against the discharge of fire- 
arms inside a city.
